Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The two references were discussed. Applicant's representative 
stated that their interpretation of the word 'tool' was such that the user indicating points on the image to warp did not 
constitute a tool' per se, where examiner maintains that such a tool is fairly suggested by Milliken and taught by 
Jennings. In any case, applicant's representative then focused on the 'movement' limitation, where their interpretation 
of the term was meant to be something other than simply having the user move the mouse to indicate selectable points 
or having an icon that was visible where the user clicked, or the like. Applicant's representative indicated that the tool 
would be 'self-contained' and elaborated upon an explanation of the meaning of the term. Examiner suggested various 
possible wordings that would clarify the term 'self contained' and more clearly explain the invention, but indicated that 
since the case was after-final that the amendment would necessitate further search and consideration; thusly, a RCE 
would be required to remedy this deficiency. Examiner stated that examiner would be willing to review any proposed 
amendments and suggest language for possible amendments to overcome the prior art of record so long as it was 
directed towards filing new claims with a RCE. . 
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
